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WE  NOMINATE 

Asa  Smith  Bushnell,  Commissioner  of  the  Eastern 
College  Athletic  Conference,  President  of  the  National 
Association  of  Football  Commissioners,  Secretary  of  the 
United  States  Olympic  Association  and  one  of  the  most 
level-headed  executives  in  the  sphere  of  American  amateur 
athletics.  In  the  weeks  and  months  ahead,  as  enthusiasts 
gradually  succumb  to  the  annual  autumnal  madness  known 
as  football,  Bushnell's  contributions  to  sport  will  be  sym- 
bolized by  the  efficient  manner  in  which  intercollegiate 
gridiron  affairs  in  the  East  are  administered. 

Just  about  a  decade  ago  Bushnell  resigned  as  Graduate 
Manager  of  Princeton  University  athletics  to  accept  the 
directorship  of  the  then  new  Central  Office  for  Eastern 
Intercollegiate  Athletics.  It  was  a  long,  long  step,  both 
for  Bushnell  and  for  some  50  eastern  colleges,  but  today 
his  New  York  headquarters  ser\'es  nearly  100  colleges  and 
25  federated  sports  groups.  In  ten  hectic  years,  schedule- 
making  has  been  simplified,  long-needed  economies  of 
time  and  money  effected  and,  perhaps  most  startling  of 
all,  athletic  administration  has  reached  a  degree  of  effect- 
iveness seldom  attained  by  its  academic  counterpart. 

A  native  of  Springfield,  Ohio,  and  named  for  his 
grandfather,  the  40th  governor  of  the  Buckeye  State, 
Bushnell,  now  47,  has  made  a  habit  of  the  habit  of  ex- 
cellence. He  crammed  an  incredible  number  of  activities 
into  his  four  undergraduate  years  at  Princeton  and  in  the 
Class  of  1921's  senior  poll  was  voted  "most  original" 
and  "done  most  for  class"  and  placed  second  in  the  bal- 
loting for  "wittiest."  A  term  at  Columbia  Law  School  and 
a  fling  at  banking  and  business  preceded  his  return  to 
Princeton  in  1925  as  editor  of  the  Al/imni  W'eeklj. 

While  overhauling  the  W^eekly's  format  and  increasing 
its  readability,  Bushnell  took  on  part-time  athletic  duties 
and  was  designated  Graduate  Manager  in  1932.  Not 
content  with  slashing  athletic  expenses  $100,000  without 
curtailing  essential  services  to  students,  he  originated 
Princeton's  brilHant  series  of  Invitation  Track  Meets 
and  founded  Tbe  Priiicelon  Athletic  Neus.  During  the 
war  he  returned  to  the  campus  temporarily  as  Acting 
Director  of  Athletics,  combining  responsibilities  here  with 
those  of  the  Central  Office,  of  governmental  advisory 
bodies,  of  other  nationally  important  sports  organizations. 

For  all  that  he  is  doing  to  keep  college  athletics  on  an 
even  keel  in  this  dismaying  post-war  period;  for  his  real- 
istic approach  to  such  basic  problems  as  "betting  on  the 
results  of  amateur  sports  contests;"  for  combining,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  many  he  ser%'es,  the  best  qualities  of  the 
creator  and  of  the  administrator;  he  is  Town  Topics' 
nominee  for 
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I  Topics  of  the  Town  I 
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Community  Spirit.  In  the  early  years 
of  the  war,  residents  of  Jugtown  plan- 
ned, built  and  dedicated  their  own  honor 
roll.
